The StoryWalk® Project is a collaboration 
among HealthQuest (a regional collaborative health 
and wellness partnership), Putnam Public Schools 
and Putnam’s Economic Development Commission.

We do beautiful 
custom work, and we like to say that all the nice people 
come here,” says Zee Anolik, who owns and operates 
Abigail’s with her brother Jeffrey. Abigail’s has been in 
Putnam since 2000, having been drawn there by the 
area’s small town ambiance and values, vintage feel and 
safety. Always having been in the jewelry business, the 
siblings are both Graduate Gemologists with a wealth 
of knowledge about fine and vintage jewelry, metals and 
stones. 





Abigail’s specializes in all eras of jewelry. In addition ; 


to fine gold, platinum and gemstone jewelry, they also 
carry a collection of vintage sterling silver and costume 
jewelry. Because they truly understand the structure 

of vintage pieces and can spot when something has be 
resized many times or damaged through the years, their 
vintage jewelry is all in excellent, wearable condition 
and can be passed down as a family heirloom. 

Abigail’s does a lot of engagement ring business. 
“Its my mission in life to match the right person to the 
right ring,” says Zee.

T oday, as Joyce and Dave and their children Chris 
and Jess, as well as daughter-in-law, Audrey, 
begin another season in the plant business, 
nearly everything is coming up roses, or petunias or 
perennials in three locations in Brooklyn, Canterbury 
and Norwich. With a dedicated work force of over 40 
employees, all three locations are bursting with colorful 
items to brighten the landscape. 

The Harts met at the University of Connecticut in 
Storrs. Dave worked for several years after graduation at 
the Plant& Soil Research Farm, where he became Farm 
Manager. Joyce earned a bachelor’s degree and they 
founded Hart’s Green house and Florist in 1986 at the 
Canterbury location. 

The story of Hart’s Greenhouse and Florist begins 
in 1980 when Dave bought a tractor to use in growing 
vegetables for the local farmers market. A small cold 
frame was constructed from repurposed windows and 
heated with horse manure to provide them with their 
own plants. 

The Harts grew vegetable transplants for the 
market and sold the extras at a local hardware store. 
The venture was successful and by year two they were 
ready to begin one of a sequence of expansions by 
constructing a 20’x30’greenhouse, which they heated 
with wood, often going out to the building in the middle 
of the night to check on the heat. 
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Greenhouse & Garden Center 
Brooklyn 
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successful greenhouse and florist businesses. 
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By 1982 they were operating a retail store and 


growing operation at their Canterbury location. They 
opened by offering seed geraniums. Joyce, with twins, 
Jessica and Christopher, playing at her feet, soon found 
there was a market for cemetery pots. Soon Joyce was 
selling vegetables and plants from a roadside stand. The 
Harts found a location nearer the center of town and 
lived in the building that now houses their offices for 
several years. In 1988 Dave left his position at UConn 
and the family committed itself to full-time involvement 
in every aspect of their business. 

Dave smiles in recalling 6-year old, Jess, who worked 
washing vegetables and dumping the pots of spent 
mums with persistence and skill. Today she operates 
Hart’s Norwich location and is in charge of buying all 
the flowers, gifts and nursery stock for the company. 

The next decade was one of consistent growth for 
the family-owned operation. As the twins graduated 
from Woodstock Academy and the University of 
Connecticut, the Hart family expanded their operations 
to include in 1998 a second location in Brooklyn along 
busy Route 6. 

They created a retail space with a foliage 
greenhouse, an open-air structure and a gift shop. 
Around an existing pond, they included trees, shrubs, a 
potting shed and gardening supplies.

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The Growing Facility on Bennett Pond Road in 
Canterbury took the operation to a new level. The 
Harts were interested in wholesaling some of their 
plant material and grew outdoor mums, annuals and 
poinsettias in three large Quonset hoop houses. In 1999 
they took a major step and constructed a Westbrook 
greenhouse that covers one acre and uses sophisticated 
technology for watering, conserving energy and 
operating automated transplanting equipment. 

“Building the Westbrook greenhouse was the best 
decision we ever made”, said Hart with a smile, noting 
that they currently grow over one million plants at the 
140,000 square foot facility under the direction of Chris 
Hart. 

When asked how they manage to stay so up-to-date 
in their field, the Harts acknowledge that they are always 
interested in new ideas. A vendor once told them that 
they are among the best -traveled operators in the region. 
They go to every trade show they can, including trips to 
Holland, the epicenter of innovation in the plant world, 
for ideas and demonstrations of new technologies. 

“We are interest in the newest ways to do things. 
We watch the trends and stay on the cutting edge,” said 
Joyce, who may test a new product line by first showing 
it to the more than 1,000 Facebook friends Hart’s has 
developed.

The Norwich store was built in 2005 and is the 
largest location with a state-of-the art greenhouse. Jess 
Hart offers a full service florist and a large gift shop. 
Jess also enjoys working with bridal parties and places 
special emphasis on school programs giving weekly 
seminars in the spring. 

This year the Norwich location will include a 
Butterfly Pavilion with 1000 butterflies during the 
festival on June 6-9 to benefit Chelsea Gardens. 

The nursery and garden field is highly competitive, 
but the Harts find ways to distinguish their products 
from big box stores. They affiliate with the Garden 
Elements brand of plants from Master Nursery Garden 
Centers, a cooperative of independent businesses. By 
working with Garden Elements, they can offer the 
newest plants in the latest colors. 


“Last year the Brooklyn store was a show stopper 
with a long line of large hanging pots of pink 
petunias called, Vista Bubblegum. We also carried 
many unusual black flowers. This year I look 
forward to some special bicolor yellow and white 
mini petunias called calibrachoa, among other new 
offerings. We sell lots of perennials, but customers 
really like the color that they get from annuals and 
that’s what we will have in abundance,’ said Joyce 
Hart. 


The Harts began their business with vegetables 
and intend to return to those roots this year. They are 
offering their customers shares in a CSA, or community 
supported agriculture. Every week for 16 weeks, 
members of the CSA will receive vegetables worth $30 
from the ripe, ready to eat crops grown at their farm 
in Canterbury . Twice weekly pick ups on Tuesday or 
Saturday at all three retail locations will give families 
fresh, locally grown produce from mid-June until mid- 
October depending on the weather. 

“Food has to be grown locally by people one knows 
and by people who care,” said Dave Hart. 

Every family that participates in the CSA program 
will get a sticker that says: No Farms. No Food. The 
Harts use the most modern techniques to minimize the 
impact of their farms on the land. They live their own 
lives with a strong sense of reverence for nature and take 
their roles as growers of living things very seriously. 

As a new season unfolds, the Hart family is ready 
with new ideas and products, but the favorite part of the 
business according to Joyce and Dave Hart is earning 
customer loyalty and developing relationship. 

“We want our customers to come back each year 
and we want to know them,” Dave Hart said. 

While their first date is many years behind them, the 
enthusiasm of Joyce and Dave Hart to develop a sound, 
progressive business in eastern Connecticut is as solid 
as ever. Now it is returning to its roots in growing edible 
plants to help the next generation enjoy the fruits of 
enlightened farmers.
